Hello  Ricardo: 

I  have  copied  Sam  on  this  reply  and  have  just  spent  the  better  par  of  an  hour 
re-reading  the  Plan,  the  Mural  Ordinance  and  speaking  on  the  phone. 

When  I  was  first  applying  and  pushing  the  permits,  one  of  the  things  that  we 
fought  hard  on  was  to  (grandfather  in)  the  existing  sign  space.  We  won  that 
with  an  appeal  and  today,  that  simply  would  not  happen.  It's  way  too  large 
and  now,  it  is  configured  by  all  the  SIGNAGE  (advertising  the  company  name) 
all  around  the  property  to  come  to  a  total. 

Now,  as  all  of  this  relates  to  the  "mural",  because  you  have  "Sam's  Green 
Paw"  configured  everywhere,  it  would  not  be  allowed.  A  "mural"  is  something 
totally  different. 

You  will  definitely  need  to  apply  for  a  Permit  -  which  you  can  do  online.  Just  go 
to  lacitv.org  and  put  in  the  application.  So  that  you  are  clear,  Murals  are  one 
thing  and  Signs  another.  You,  or  someone  has  tried  to  meld  the  two  but  that 
probably  won't  fly. ...Since  I  am  a  Commissioner  in  the  City  I  can't  make  the 
application  but,  as  I  said  it's  really  straight-forward  and  you  can  do  it  online, 
probably  in  just  5  minutes.  Keep  in  mind  that  the  ADDRESS  is  Ventura  Blvd 
and  that  was  something  we  had  to  deal  with  all  through  our  process.  There  are 
even  more  rigid  rules  now. 

I  do  believe  that  the  easiest  thing  to  do  is  just  put  in  the  application,  show  the 
idea  as  is  and  present  it  as  a  Mural.  The  City  will  tell  you  what  is  and  isn't 
allowed.

Now  that  I  SEE  what  is  being  planned,  and  because  it  appears  on  the 
entire  side  of  the  property,  which  is  visible  from  Ventura  Blvd.,  it  might 
be  prudent  to  get  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Review  Board  (PRB). 
Murals  are  considered  signage  (any  image)  beyond  what  is  allowed 
must  be  approved  but,  what  is  being  planned  is  not  directly  on  Ventura 
Blvd.,  so  it  becomes  cloudy. 

I  will  submit  this  directly  to  the  President  of  the  PRB  and  as  soon  as  she 
replies,  I  will  forward  the  info.
